The Pennsylvania departm ent of 
welfare has found th a t county pris­ 
ons may be operated more cheaply 
under w arden supervision th an u n ­ 
der sheriffs. Dr. B. L. Scott, director 
of tile bureau of restoration in the 
departm ent, regards the present fee 
system in seventh class counties as 
largely responsible for the fact th a t 
in prisons under sheriffs the aver­ 
age daily cost for m aintaining pris­ 
oners is 32 cents greater th an in 
county prisons under wardens. 
Complete county prison reports 
for the p ast year, which have Just 
been compiled, show th a t in the 
tw enty-three 
prisons inkier w ar­ 
dens, including the Allegheny coun­

m ainly from France’s gold supply 
still left under "earmark" in New 
York, and not counted in the Am er­ 
ican gold stock. 
The m onetary gold stock of the 
United States on June 15 was $3,- 
909,000,000. August 3, the latest date 
for which federal reserve figures are 
now available, the supply stood at 
$3,987,000,000. an increase of

000,000. 
Since then, the nation has 
gained $14,378,000 of gold, according

It must 
be noted that he would not have said: 
“Sir, we had a good talk.” 
Nothing is more stim ulating than good talk—perhaps around an open 
fire, or in the drawing room of a train, or upon a steamship, or in the 
library of a friend. 
It m atters little, however, where—just so long as the 
talk is good. 
Ideas move the world. 
It is by polishing and remodeling and renew­ 
ing the ideas which we already own that we gain better and newer ideas. 
Good talk stimulates ideas. 
A silent listener may depart from hours of 
talk with more ammunition and wealth for future conquests than if he 
were to be presented with the contents of a bank! 
The habit of close observation, of regular reading, and of engaging 
the best and most interesting minds, whenever possible, creates within 
anyone material for good talk. 
How interesting and fresh the talk of that one just returned from a 
far away foreign country. 
So much to tell, so much th at has become 
embedded in the mind forever. 
It is a good practice, after reading a book 
that has inspired and eniched your own mind, to talk about it to someone 
else. 
There is a creative force always at work 'n all true expression. 
Congeniality produces good talk. 
In George M eredith’s book. ‘ Diana
